New Yorn, October 19, 

Ebrrog. Sruurvat. Tenmcrartt : 

Dear Sir—Your report of what I said at the Utica Con- 
vention is, I consider, an incorrect one, to say the least. l did 
not utter myself. precisely as therein represented ; and the 
Most important part of what 1 did say bus been entirely omit- 
ted. Beside, from the wording of the latter part of what you 
report me as having said, most persons would be led to inler 
that ۱ included the Bible among those things of which I have a 
slight estimate, which would be a gross mistake.* 

Now, Sir, permit me to say that my sole aim in referring to 
myself personally in presenting a brief chapter from the “ book 
of my life," was to show, iu. my concluding remarks, the utter 
inct: iency of any one or all mere external reforms to redeem 
man frum evil, and bring him into oneness with God aud his 
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fellow man. 

Knowing full well that 1 would not have a fair opportunity 
to be heanl, I had prepared the substance of what I wished to 
offer, in the form of a series of postulates which in part 1 read 
to the audience, nof a single une of which appears in your report! 
This, Sir, is certainly an unwarrantable omission, as it places 
me in a false position, by making it appear that 1 belong, appa- 
rently, at least, to that elas of so-called reformers who, above 
all others, need first to be reformed themselves. Had I taken 
the popular eide of Spiritualism, undoubtedly I would have 
been more correctly reported, and consequently better under- 
stood. I uin not prepared to say that this iucomplete and incor- 
rect report. of my remarks is intentional oa your part, for I 
should uot wish to place the Siiurvar Terecrarn in the cate 
gory of papers that pander to the publie taste by misrepresent- 
ing and caricaturing others who even sincerely dissent from 
in belief. 

As s simple act of justice, I trust you will allow me here to 
say, that l am a Bible Spiritualist, holding that Gud is a pure 
Spirit, and the Bible is his word, which is infallibly correct in 
all its teachings, when correctly spiritually apprehended through 
the interpretation of the Spirit of trutb, who is promised to all 
who love Christ by keeping his words. 

That the only true spiritual philosophy is developed in the 


That Jesus is the Christ, the son of God, only through whose 
indwelling operation in all true believers, can man, asa believer, 
receive eternal life. 

Thut man in his natural or fallen state is not immortal, but 
can become immurtal only through laying down his own carnal 
life, und receiving Christ as hi» own life instead, und thereby 
become cternalized by the quickening power uf that divine spir- 
itual substance called in the Bible the love of God—the fire of 
Qod.

That in the then mortal state of the dual man, and from the 
existence of the Evil One, us man was a materialized spirit, it 
was out of the power of God to prevent man from disobeying 
his will. 

That the Evil One attacked man by infusing himself by influx, 
iuto the highest material creation of God, below man, which was 
a being possessed of instinctive rationality and outwardly resem- 
bling inan—a being akin to the rufous chimpanzee—and acting

That the spiritual manifestations will, in the providence of 
God, be overruled for good, and made subservient to bis par- 
poses, and redound to his glory and the glory of his son Jesu

That the Church, so called, at this day, comprises only oar. 


nally-ininded believers, which class Paul declares is still spirite 
ally dead—who instead of having "one faith, one Lord, and one 
baptism," as the Primitive Church had, and being walking epis 
tles read and known of ull men, have many faiths, many Lords, 
many baptisms, and are scarcely distinguishable from other 
moral men, and are not to be looked to as any criteria by 
which to estimate the superiority of tho Gospel of Christ over 
all other religions or philosophical systems.
